Washington, D. C., (February 13.—Gen. 
eral debate on the legislative appropria- 
tion bill was brought to a close in 
the house of representatives today, aft- 
er a session full of interest and enter- 
tainment. Several speeches were made 
on the issues of the day, the most 
notable being by Champ Clark, of Mis- 
sourl, who commanded the attention of 
the house for an hour and a half. Upon 
the conclusion of his remarks he was 
accorded an ovation by democrats and 
republicans alike.

He spoke of his personal liking for

In Order to Punish Roosevelt for 
Enfercing Laws —So Declares 
Manufacturer Crozier, of 
Delaware, in Letter to 
Senator Tillman, 


Washington, February i3.—Senator Til:- 
man today presented a petition to the 
senate from Alfred O. Crozier, a manu- 
facturer of Wilmington, Del., protesting 
against the passage of the Aldrich cur- 
rency bill. It was read and will be 
printed in The Congressional Record. 
The petition strongly objects to that 
feature of the bill which removes _the 
restrictions of the existing law against 
the retirement of the present bank notes 
and the contemplated emergency cur- 
rency. 

“Such a law,” says Mr. Crozier, ‘““‘would 
Start agitation that might take from 
national banks the right under which 
they now profitably issue ang loan to 
the people nearly $700,000,000 of bank 
note currency and perhaps jeopardize 
the gold standard itself. 

‘Bank note currency is not a legal) 
tender. Its acceptance as money cannot 
be compelled. Few know this. Promi- 
nent lawyers, business men and even 
members of congress disputed this fact 
until shown the law. The people gen- 
erally are deceived by the government's 
indorsement into believing it to be real 
money. It looks like money, but it is 
not. Any one can refuse to accept it. 
Then actual money, gold or treasury 
notes, must be found and tendered: This 
demand at the iast moment may work 
great loss and wrong. Do we want $500,- 
000,000 more currency that is not law- 
ful money?” 

Panic Was “Manufactured.” 


The panic, Mr. Crozier says, appeared 
“providentially just before this session 
of congress when it was planned to seek 
currency legislation.” 

Referring to the demand for an emer- 
gency currency, he says: 

“They did not explain why the coun- 
try has got on s0 well for a dozen years 
without panic or change in the currency 
laws. Many believe the panic was caused 
by such promoters to pinch the country 
into hurrying congress tod hastily pass 
the currency legislation they desire, to 
punish the administration for enforcing 
the laws without fear or favor, to ad- 
vance interest rates and to reduce wages 
of labor and prices of securities and 
property for their lawless purposes aga 
profit. 

“The failure of the Knickerbocker 
Trust Company precipitated the runs on 
banks and caused the panic. Sudden re- 
fusal by one Wall street bank further 
to clear for that trust company, and wild 
exploitation of that fact in the news- 
papers wrecked the trust company. The 
powerful master of Wall street, who is 
said to dominate that bank, sat in the 
gallery of the United States senate and 
nodded approval as the distinguished au- 
thor of the Aldrich bill spoke in adv 
cacy of the measure.”’ 

The plan for an elastic currency, Mr. 
Crozier declared, is in reality to put into 
private hands the dangerous power to 
contract ang expand the public currency 
suddenly in large volume. This, he says, 
would «enable them to manipulate at will 


and labor by 
scarce or plenty, 


“Joker” in the Aldrich Bill, 


“The biggest ‘joker’ in the Aldrich 
bill,” says Mr. Crozier, ‘is the fact that 
the restriction on contraction of bank 
note issues is wiped out €mtirely. it 
makes it possible suddenly to contract 
and destroy in one day the entire $7,- 
000,000,000 bank noite currency and also 
the $500,000,000 emergency currency, or 
a total of $1,200,000,000 of currency used 
by the people as money. Sudden con- 
traction of but $50,000,000 available 
money by bank depositors recently 
caused a fearful panic and alarmed the 
whole country. What would happen to 
the country when the strangling cqn- 
traction of more than  $1,000,000,000, 
about half the available money supply 
of the United States, the most active 
and convenient half, was begun? ° 
“The only way to make this currency 
elastic more than in name Is to have 
the government issue it direct to na- 
tional, state or savings banks, trust com- 
panies, corporations and individuals, to 
all who deposit the required bonds as 
security ang pay the high tax. Then 
supply and demand would control] and 
it would be impossible for interest rates 
ever to g0 above, say, 8 per cent any- 
where. The volume then would auto- 
matically expand at crop time and con- 
tract afterwards.”

Territory. 


Washington, D. C., February 13.—The 
liquor question was injected into the 
consideration of the criminal code bill 
in the. senate today, when Senator 
Clay, of Georgia, attacked a provision 
of the bill, which he declared changed 
existing law to the extent of permit- 
ting the mailing of Mquor into prohibi- 
tion states or counties. This was 
brought about by leaving the prohibi- 
tion of that practice out of the law as 
revised by the code. 

“Liquor houses,” said Senator Clay, 
“are relying upon this change to en- 
hance their business.’* 

Mr. Clay wished to know whether the 
commission to revise the code or the 
joint committee of congress for the 
same purpose had left that provision 
out of the code, and Mr. Heyburn, in 
charge of the bill, said the committee 
had taken part of the code from the 
commission without a change.

MONUMENT TO MARK SITE 


OF KETTLE CREEK BATTLE 


Washington, Ga., February 13.—(Spe- 


chapter of the Daughters of the Ameri- 
can Revolution, Commissioner Callaway, 
of Wilkes county, has agreeg to open 
a public highway to the old battleground 
on Kettle creek, upon which the only 
battle of the revolutionary war was 
fought in this county. In this way the 
historic spot which is cherished by 
Wilkes county people will be perpet- 
uated, and the event will be annually 
celebrated with exercises to be held on 
the old battlefield as soon as the place 
is made accessible to the public. 

The battle of Kettle creek was the 
only battle fought in Georgia during the 
revolution north of the city of Augusta. 
It was a great American victory and was 
farsreaching in its results. In fact, it 
is the opinion of many students of, his- 
tory. that it changed the whole status of 
affairs; but for this victory the enemy 
woulg have overrun the whole state. 


As it was, the Americans held the upper 
part of Georgia and this is how Wash- 
ington came to be the capital of Geor- 
gia for several weeks during the revo- 
lution. Wilkes county; which then com- 
prised almost the whole of northeast 
Georgia, was the only part free from 
British rule. 

The people of Wilkes county are justly 
proud of this historic spot. The Daugh- 
ters of the American Revolution have 
purchased !I4 acres.of land on Kettle 
creek, including War hill, where the de- * 
cistve stroke was made. They intend 
to mark the spot with a suitable monu- 
ment and will ask the support and co- 
operation of all patriotic citizens to 
make this a place of great historic in- 
terest and a pride to the state. 

The battle of Kettle creek was fought 
on St. Vaientine’s day, the I4th of Feb- 
ruary, 1779. The Daughters of the Amer- 
ican Revolution will celebrate the event 
each year on the grounds as soon as 
the new road is opened up for the public.

‘LAWBREAKING ON THE WANE 


Bat Taft Thinks Commerce Commis- 
sion Should Be Strengthened in 
Order to Be Truly Effee- 
tive—It In That or Gov- 
ernment Ownership. 


Detroit, Mich., February 13.—Secre- 
tary of War William H. Taft, who was 
the guest this afternoon of the Michi- 
gan Retail Lumber Dealers’ Associa- 
tion, talked for half an hour at the 
luncheon which was tendered by the 
association, upon the “Moral awakening 
recently from business methods which 
permit illegality and fraud.’ The ad- 
dress was the culmination of a busy 
six hours in Detroit. 

Governor Warner, while voicing the 
state’s welcome to the secretary, 
brought a tremendous outburst of en- 
thusiasm, and he declared that he was 
convinced that 80 to 90 per cent of the 
people of Michigan are for Taft's nomi- 
nation for the presidency on the re- 
publican ticket. The gwvernor tthen 
Suggested Governor Guild for the nom- 
ination for vice president on the ticket 
with Secretary Taft. 

Secretary Taft spoke of the revela- 
tions of the Insurance investigation 
and of the evils of overissuc of 
stocks and bonu@s wtich, he said, was 
obtaining money under false pretenses. 

More Regulation Needed. 


Taking up the question of railroal 
discriminations and recent legislation, 
to prevent rebating, he said: 

“The truth is, gentlemen, that we 
have not quite enough regulation of 
railways. Other powers ought to be 
conferred upon the interstate com- 
merce commission. It is said that the 
interstate commerce commission’ is not 
& safe way in which to control the rail- 
roads of the country. It is the only 
way in which we can control them. 
We must see that we secure strong men 
to sit upon that commission, who can 
prove by their administration it is the 
proper way. It is that or government 
ownership, with all the state socialism 
which it involves, and I have no doubt 
that government ownership of the rail- 
roads with the tremendous concentra- 
tion of power it would involve, would 
endanger the republic. We have enough 
concentrated power in Washington 
now. To increase it so that the ex*cu- 
tive should control the enormous body 
of civil servants which would necessa- 
rily follow, would result in making a 
president more powerful than any king 
who lives today. 

“I bélleve it is possible to enforce the 
presént anti-trust law, but we need a 
new law more specific to bring all cap- 
ital within its provisions. I think that 
today the violation of the law is by no 
means so fashionable as it was formerly. 

Quickened Public Conscience. 


“Now we are not going to have a 
business millennium, gentlemen. But we 
shall have a quickened public conscience 
and an eye on whether we have bus!i- 
ness demoralization or have business 
conducted within the terms of the law. 
The people have waked up. 

“We have just had a panic. Some of 
the gentlemen who have felt the lash 
of public opinion have been only too 
glad to attribute it to the legislation 
to which I have referred. The charge 
is unfounded. It is due, if students of 
finance are to betrusted, tothe gradual 
exhaustion of all the free capital of the 
world in enterprises which have not 
heen so profitable as it was expected 
they would be. Now we must wait, the 
whole world must wait, until we earn 
more free capital. 

‘here is no doubt but that European 
investors in our securities have 
frightened by the revelations of dishon- 
esty which have been shown of late in 
many of our large institutions. But is 
the man who points out that dishonesty 
to be charged with this lack of confi- 
dence, or is it to be charged to the gen- 
tlemen who engaged in the illegality? 
lt is not necessary to argue.”

BANK RESERVES - 
AND THEIR USES 


Long Debate in the Senate 
in Regard to 
Matter. 


Washington, February 13.—Senator 
Rayner today reverted to a controversy 
occurring during his speech in the sen- 
ate yesterday concerning conditions un- 
der whith national banks may allow 
their reserves to fall below the legal 
limitation of 15 per cent of their de- 
posits and the senate entered upon @ 
debate on this simple banking practice 
which called to their feet many of the 
leaders on both sides. Finely drawn 
interpretations were suggested con- 
cerning the meaning of a “reserve.” 

Mr. Rayner, referring to statements 
made yesterday, said this reserve could 
be used’ to pay the obligations of a 
bank, but could not be used -to mak 
loans to a bank’s customers. ' 

Senator Clapp declared that the use 
of the reserve for any purpose is in 
violation of the law. “The comptroller 
of the currency,” he said, “may at 
times be blind to such violations of the 
law. I am old-fashioned enough to be- 
lieve the law ought to be obeyed, and 
the government should not wing at a 
violation of the law.” 


Being appealed to, Mr. Aldrich stated 
that without doubt the reserve could 
be used for any Habilities of the bank 
in an emergency. 

The use of the word “emergency” was 
the basis of a long argument by Sena- 
tor Bailey, who insitsed that the re- 
serve could be used to pay depositors at 
any time, whether or not there was 
any special “emergency.” No bank, he 
said, would suspend cash payments as 
long as it had money in its vaults. it 
would be the duty of the bank, how- 
ever, to call in money to bring the re- 
serve up to the legal requirement with. 
in thirty days, or be subject to being 
placed in the hands of a receiver. 

Mr. Rayner declared that the banks of 
New York were below their reserve dur- 
ing two months last fall, according to 
a newspaper report, to which statement 
Senator Hopkins demurred, insisting 
that the records woitttd not show that 
they were below their reserve over a 
Manonth.

Splendid Addresses Are Made and 
the Farmers Are Gaining Great 
Benefit Out of the Tour of 
the Train Over the 
State.

Cochran, Ga., February !13.—(Special.)— 
This has been a great day for the agri- 
cultural special] of the University of 
Georgia, which is touring the state. 

The first stop was made at McDon- 
ough at 8 o'clock this morning, and a 
large crowd of representative citizens 
and farmers were here to meet the spe- 
cial. Much enthusiasm was displayed, 
and the instruction given was eagerly 
listeneg to. 

Jackson was reached at 10 o'clock and 
the scenes at McDonough were repeated. 
A great crowd. of farmers and others 
boarded the. train and evidently were 
deeply interested in the splendid in- 
struction given. 

Short Stop at Juliette. 


At Juliette a forty-minutes’ stop was 
made. Juliette is a small town on the 
Ocmulgee river. Here is located the 
largest grits mill in the world. It is 
owned by Dr. William P. Glover, of 
Macon, and has a daily capacity of 
10,000 bushels of corn. 

A large proportion of those visiting 
the car at this point were negroes, 
though many white people came 
aboard the train. 

At Macon, the next stop, the largest 
town visited thus far, about 1,000 per- 
sons came to the depot. it was a repre- 
sentative body of citizens and included 
the members of the Boys’ High school 
and many other school children. 

Macon, however, cannot be taken as 
an example of the interest which is be- 
ing displayed. Comparatively few tarm- 
ers were in evidence. Jerry Willis, #f 
Walden, and W. E. Willis, of Walden, 
were among the prominent farmers in 
the car. 

Cochran was the last stop of the day, 
being reached at 4 o'clock in the after- 
noon. The people of this fine little city 
and the farmers of the surrounding 
country were out in full force, and 
greatly enjoyed the opportunity afforded 
them to listen to the distinguished lec- 
turers, 

An All Around Genius, 
Compton, the cotton 
seed oll expert of the party, may not 
know as much about fungili, dry rot, 
-boll weevils, soil properties, or some 
other things as Dr. Soule, Professor 
Jarnagin, ete., but he is a genius by 
the side of whom Michael Angelo 
was a dollar a day laborer.

La Follelte and Sterling Introduce 
a Comprehensive Bill 


APPROVED BY RAILWAY MEN 


Authors Say the Measure Has the 
Support of Ali the Brotherhoods 
of Railroad Em ployvees—Sum- 
mary of the Provistons 
of the Bill. 


Washington, February |13.—A compre- 
hensive employers’ liability bill was in- 
troduced in the senate and house today 
by Senator La Follette, of Wisconsin, 
and Representative Sterling, of Illinois. « 
The authors say the Dill has the in- 
dorsement of the Brotherhood of L#co- 
motive Engineers, Brotherhood of Loco- 
| motive Firemen and Enginemen and 
Brotherhood of Railroad Trainmen, and 
is intended to meet the recent decision 
of the supreme court tn which the em- 
ployers’ Hability act of June 11, 1996, 
was declared unconstitutional. 

Every common carrier while engaged 
in interstate or foreign commerce or 
commerce between the possessions of 
the United States is made liable to its 
employees who are injured while em- 
ployed in such commerce, when such 
injuries are due to the negligence or 
mismanagement of any officer of em- 
ployee of such carrier, or when due to 
defects or insufficiencies in equipment. 
This provision is made equally applica- 
ble to carriers in the territories, the 
District of Columbia and the Panama 
canal zone and carriers engaged in the 
transportation of the United States 
mails. 

Comparative Negligence. 

The bill re@ognizes the doctrine Of 
“comparative negligence’ as is now rec- 
ognized in the states of \Visconsin, 
South Dakota, North Dakota, Nebraska, 
Nevada, Georgia and Florida, and in the 
act of conere@s which was declared un- 

It permits an employee 
damages if he has been 
guilty of contributory negligence, but 
says the jury stall diminish the dam- 
ages in accordance with the amount of 
negligencé they may find is attributable 
to such mplovees.

One section of the bill spe- 
cifically makes vo!ld any contract, rule 
or any device whatsoever, the purpose 
of which is to exempt the carrier from 
liability under the act. The statute of 
limitations within which sults can be 
brought is fixed at three years. 

Receivers of common carriers are 
made equally Hable to thelr employees 
as are the common carriers. Th final 
section protects suits which have been 
brought In the territories and the Dts- 
trict of Columbfa under the act of June! 
11, 1906, it being contended by the em-

[The American National -bank of At- 
anta is the name selected to ®e used 
for the Maddox-Rucker Banking Com- 

ny, now operating under a state char- 
ter, which will be changed into a na 
tional institution and its capital ine 
ereased to $600,000, making it a million+ 
institution. 
announcement was made yes- 
terday through the officers of this 
bank, which will remain the same un- 
der the government sanction. 

These officers are: W. lL. Peel, pres- 
ident; Robert F. hMaddox, vice presi- 
dent; T. J. Peeples, cashier; J. G. Les- 
ter, assistant cashier. 

‘The bank now has a capitalization of 
$500,000, the limit allowed under its 
charter, and a surplus of 
$350,000. \ 

It is the intention of the officials to 
issue $100,000 worth of stock, increas- 
ing the capital to $600,000, and selling 
new issue among the friends of the 
bank at $160, the value of the stock at 
present, thus increasing the surplus to 
over $400,000, and making it a million- 
dollar bank. 

It will probably be sixty days before 
the transition can be effected. It 1s 
first necessary that consent be secured 
of the comptroller of the currency in 
Washington for the bank to be char- 
tered under national supervision, tiirty 
days’ advertising for a charter and 
then the change. 

The reason assigned by the bank for 
the change is that this bank can best 
enjoy the proposed currency reform 
by becoming a national bank.

Our banking business has been so conducted 
that we can convert our bank into a national 
bank Without any interruption of business. 
In fact, we have been observing the rules 
of national banks in ovr banking business 
for many years. The bank does not owe & 
dollar and its-assets are clear and commer- 
cial. We have no loans on real estate, own 
no real estate, nor have we any loang in ex- 
cess of the 10 per cent legal requirement. 
We have received letters from the comptroller 
of the currency in Washington, who says 
there will be no’ delay in making the con- 
version, and our business will go on without 
any interruption whatever. We wlll make the 
change as soon as the law will allow, which 
will probably be within the next gixty days. 

We have aiready increased our capital 
stock to $500,000, which is the limit of capi- 
talization allowed by our present charter, 
and we now have a surplus and profit of 
$350,000, but it is our Intention to {ssue $100.- 
000 additional stock as soon ag we can secure 
a national charter; and We will then have a 
capital of $600,000 and a surplus of over $400, - 
000, making a million-dollar bank, which 
will be called the American N®tional Bank of 
Atlanta. It is our tntention to place some 
of the $100,000 new national bank stock among 
our friends in this section and to increase 
the number of our directors.

It is believed that the invitation to 
the doctors will be accepted bg a large 
number of physicians, representing 
both the Atlanta College of Physicians 
and Surgeons and the Atlanta School 
of Medicine, and it follows that these 
doctors will have “something to say” 
to the members of the council com- 
mittee. 

It seems probable that the discus- 
sion may take a sensational turn, as 
the row between the rival colleges 
has grown almost bitter and some of 
this feeling may crop out when the 
discussion of the new rules come up. 


Medical Colleges Disagree. 


The rules embrace bedside training 
for medical students. To this the At- 
lanta School of Medicine has strenu- 
ously objected, while the Atlanta Col- 
lege of Physicians and Surgeons ad- 
vocate It. 

An ordinance, introduced by Alder- 
man Quillian, prohibiting bedside 
training in the hospital, has been 


}acted on by the ordinance committee 


and the committee on hospitals and 
charities and two reports made, one 
favoring the ordinance and the other 
against it. Action by council on this 
ordinance was postponed until the hos- 
pital rules had been taken up. 

There will prohably be several cit- 
izens who will also be heard from in 
regard to the bedside training at the 
hospital. 

Representatives from the labor 
unions may be present, as they have 
raised an objection to charity patients 
being attended by medical students,

DR. ROBERTS | 


FOUND, GUILTY 


Case Will Be Taken to the 
Supreme Court 
: of Georgia. 


(br. E. M. Roberts, was found guilty 
in the city court yesterday on the 
charge of keeping intoxicants in a pub- 
lic place. Attorney Luther Rosser, 
who represented him, will carry the case 
to the superior court, to ascertain, as he 
says, exactly what the law is on the 
question raised. Pending the carrying 
of the cabe to the higher court, Judge 


Calhoun suspended sentence. 

However, Dr. Roberts cannot continue 
his business in this state. In the 
manufacture of the drink he put on 
the market a small] per cent of alcohol 
was used. This was obtained from the 
beer, which he kept in his laboratory. 
where no one save himself went. As 
the court decided that this was a vio- 
lation of the law, his buMiness stops 
forthwith. : 

The public place feature of the case 
was argued by the defense, who showed 
by the evidence that this laboratory is 
separated from the other buildings of 
the plant, and held that the laboratory 
could not be desfgnated as a plage of 
business, as al! transactions were car- 
ried on in Dr. Roberts’ office. 

“If the legislature intended for the 
law to be so stringent,’’ said Mr. 
Rosser, “I say that its members are & 
crowd of asses. Such _ interpretation 
would mean that a horde of manufac- 
turers could not do business in the 
state, especially patent medicine con- 
cerns, goft drink people and others, for 
a- trace of alcohol may be found in 
many of the products of such compa- 
nies. One can go still further and lo- 
cate it in vegetable products and other 
essentials. However, I do not attack 
the wisdom of the legtslature, for I do 
not believe the intention was to make 
the law so strict.” 

Solicitor Arnold, in his speech, dwelt 
on the “place of business’’ portion of 
the clause, and contended that Dr. Rob- 
erts’ laboratory was his place of busi- 
ness. To judge from the argument the 
accusation should read “keeping intoxi- 
cants in his place of business,” instead 
of ‘In a public place.”’ 

This was a test case of the new pro- 
hibition law, and means a great deal to 
those who use alcohol in manufacturing 
or have need to keep it. 

Judge Pendleton once stated unoffi- 
cially that a dentist or a physician 
could -keep whisky in a private room 
where no one but himself went, and 
take a portion of it to a patient fn & 
reception room or otherwhere without 
violating the law. But the city court 
jury seems to differ with him. 

W. S. Mehaffey, a former city detec- 
tive, pleaded guilty to two charges of 
seling whisky. In do soing so he ask- 
ed Judge Calhoun for mercy, stating 


‘that he was poor and crippled and un- 
‘able to work, and that he would move 


from the state if his sentence was made 
as light as possible. He was given 4 
fine of $100 or twelve months, one sen- 
tence covering both cases. There were 
several other accusations against Me- 
haffey. 

Mrs. Wordlaw, who was arrested Sun- 
day afternoon for running a disorderly 
house on Bast Hunter street, was sick, 
and her ease did not come up. The 
case of Ed Backus. charged with selling 
whisky, was continued until the March 
term. 

Judge Calhoun adjourned court for the 
term after the docket was finished.

Mark Johnson Says He Made Long 
Shipments Which Were Far- 
ther Away Than Mexico, 


The statement that Mexico was the 
farthest point to which cotton seed had 
ever been shipped from Georgia seems 
to be incorrect. Mark W. Johnson, one 
of Atlanta's oldest seed men, states 
that he has shipped cotton seed to Si- 
beria for the Russian government and 
to east Africa. That beats the ship- 
ments to Mexico by several hundreds 
of miles. Mr. Johnson sends the follow- 
ing card to The Constitution for publi- 
cation: 


Editor Constitution: I notice your statement 
about the shipment of Georgia cotton seeds 
by Mr. Smith, one of our most progressive 
Pianters, to Mexico, and that it was the 
most distant point to which our famous Geor- 
Zia cotton seeds had yet been shipped, but 
in this please allow me to correct you, as I 
shipped a year or two since quite a large lot 
of cotton seedg to Siberia for the Russian 
government and last summer to east Africa.
